The U. S. Quartermaster General 
has issued the followiug circular: 

It is probably remembered that 
*ome years ago — iu 1873 — Cou- 
gres* pas-ed a law providiog for the 
erection of durable headstoues over 
ihe graves of soldiers ot the regalar 
volunteer forces of the United States 
whose remains are inteired io the Na 
lioual Military Cemeteries. Thi* law 
ho* been carried oot. aud tho gr*ve- 
of tbe nation's dead io these cemete 
ries are uow permanently marked At 
the instance of the War Department. 
Congr?** ha* receutly authorised the 
erection of similar headstones over 
tho graves of the Union soldiers who 
i were buried in private aud village 
cemeteries. This will be done as sooo 
as the necessary arrangement* ean be 
made. I n 'h e meantime the Qiarter 
uia-ter General at Washiagtou will at 
once proceed to collect the neecs*ary 
information as to where these bead 
stone* are required. 

AU persons having any knowledge 
of tbe banal p'aee* of soldiers in pri. 
vateeeweterieswho*e graves are not 
marked are reque-ted to commuoicate 
the fact to the Quartermaster General, 
and ei»« resrimeot, company and date 
ut death of deceased if known. Simi 
lar infortB at '>>o i* desired from parties 
in chargeof Puchf cam^teriea.

Any one so oOend- 
iug shall be subject to a fino of fifty 
dollars for each offense, to be re- 
covered by indictment of a grand 
jury in any court of competent ja- 
risdtction,'or by warrant before the 
county judge "or a justice of the 
peace of the county in which the 
offense was committed; and the 
person so found guilty shall also be 
deemed as having forfeited his li- 
cense, and the court before which 
the trial is had shall so adjudge. 

That, in addition to the fine afore- 
said, the person who shall violate 
any of the provisions of tht: second 
action of this act shall, together 
with his sureties on hi- bond, ba 
liable to a civil action for damages 
by the wife, or the father or the 
mother, or the child of such ine- 
briate, or person so in the habit of 
becoming intoxicated or drunk, in 
which punitive damages may be as- 
sessed: Provided, however, that 
the person so selling shall not be 
liable in civil action to the wile, 
father, or other relation, unless writ- 
ten notice forbidding such ealc has 
been given the persott so^ selling 
prior to the offense complained of: 
Provided further, that such action 
shall be brought within one year 
from the time the cause of action 
has acorued, and not after. 

This act shall take effect from it* 
paawag*.
